j Perhaps, first in my mind is the 
^ opportunity for personal advancement in 
the classroom, physical ability and mental 
clarity. This is the anticipated portion, 

I anticipated as a goal by every student, 
perhaps. 

The course brings the opportunity to 
some - the necessity to others - of en¬ 
gaging daily xdth other minds of different 
types and intellectual capacities. Living 
and - or working xdth these same people 
day after day is a trial for all at times 
and is used as an opportunity by the 
l! intelligent pupil. 

Psychological problems are often 
!j| found or uncovered in the classroom. The 
student from the small-toxm school meets 
a new world of dance. It is inevitable 
that he encounters various mental blocks 
because of reasons not always obvious to 
the teacher or student. Another challenge 
for both teacher and student is and 
must be met here. 

Emotional stability is strengthened 
because it is a necessary element for 
mental clarity in the classroom. It is a 
"must** for personal advancement in any 
walk of life. In the classroom, however, 
the need is more obvious and more immedi¬ 
ate; more so for the adolescent than the 
adult who has most likely seen the need 
for emotional stability and met its 
urgency many times, I do not mean to 
imply that adults are more emotionally 
stable than adolescents, for this is 
often not the case, 

I think the real meaning of the course 
is the presently inapparent benefits. The 
asset of self-discipline whether evolved 
i from or resolved into the emotional, 
psychological, or sociological elements 
is retained for life in some form, A 
I certain amount of philosophy can be ob- 
I tained partially because ballet is partly 
theoretical. The knowledge gained from 
Mr, Stone and Mr.Camryn is seldom applic^ 
able to ballet alone, and therefore, theX 
meaning of the course cannot fully be 
determined.
